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Letter to the Editor 


Dear David, 

I'd like to comment on ‘‘Where Are We 
Going’. 

Not being a shooter of note or much 
longevity, it’s probably not my place to put 
forth an argument on this matter. | cannot 
however agree with Jon Leu that we have 
stopped learning and seek only to win 
matches. | would argue that we have 
probably learned more about accuracy in 
the last 10 years than in the previous 50 
years. 

As in the case with any development 
project, the first innovations and 
improvements are relatively easy. As im- 
provements continue, further improve- 
ments become increasingly difficult. That's 
where we are today. The rifles we shoot, 
our ammunition and the way it is made are 
the net results of years of innovative re- 
search into the aspects of accuracy. The 
small groups and aggregates are proof of 
it. Further improvements are going to be 
extremely difficult. To see the results may 
require indoor facilities. 

Benchrest shooters still continue to make 
improvements though. The major problem 
lies in the actual chances of achievement. 
It is evident that any steps forward from 
now on will be few and far between. If we 
look back, how many of our innovations 
have received wide acceptance anyway? 
How many benchrest developed cartridges 
have become standards? Can you tell me 
that the 222 Remington is a better varmint 
cartridge than the 22 PPC? The 222 isn’t 
even in the same class as the 22 PPC. Yet 
the 222 is stilla very popular cartridge. Why, 
because the rifle manufacturers chamber 
every kind of rifle imaginable in it. To boot, 
they manufacture finished ammo, brass etc.

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for it. The PPC on the other hand isn’t 
chambered in any commercially manufac- 
tured rifle. Factory loaded rounds are not 
available. 

So where are we going? The answer 
certainly cannot be backwards. We have 
progressed too far to do that. The answer 
may lie in new and different classes of rifles. 
| don’t really think so though. | think the real 
problem lies in the nature of the sport. Our 
progress over the years has created in- 
credible accuracy. It has not been without 
cost however. Benchrest shooting has 
become a very expensive sport. So 
expensive, that it is restrictive to the av- 
erage man if he intends to be competitive. 
When | first started in 1974, | bought a 40 
XBR for $275.00 in 222 Remington. | 
loaded ammo for it with a Lee Target 
Loader - $32.00. | used a Hoppie’s front rest 
and rear bag. Obviously, | would have had 
difficulty competing in big matches with this 
equipment. In local Varmint/Hunter mat- 
ches though | did quite well. The point is, 
| got into the game with little cash outlay and 
was competitive in my local area. 

In 1975 my employer transferred me to 
Aberdeen, Scotland. | stayed there for 5 
years. During that time, my shooting was 
completely curtailed. | moved back home in 
1980 and started shooting again in 1981. 
The first thing | found out was that there 
was no way | could be competitive without 
improved equipment. The cost has been 
well documented by my financial advisor 
(wife). The price tag is approx. $3000.00. 


To get back to where | was cost 10 times 
as much. I’m not saying that’s wrong, but 
progress costs money. Because of the 
cost, our game will not, nor can it be, 
expected to appeal to the majority of 
shooters. Even if they can afford it, you 
must be dedicated to it to compete. Few 
people care to pay that much attention to 
their hobbies. | can’t find many shooters 
who can comprehend what | am talking 
about when | try to discuss our sport. When 
| tell them the cost, the conversation is 
over. 

Mr. Leu mentioned the popularity of 
Silhouette Shooting. That sport is un- 
dergoing the same problems as | under- 
stand it. To really be a competitive shooter 
requires a hunter benchrest rifle and the 
associated loading tools and subsequent 
cost. When the sport first started, it was a 
good place to compete with your best 
hunting rifle. It has progressed to another 
sport for the serious shooter. 

In conclusion, our sport is an expensive, 
specialized game in a state of maturity. 
There isn’t a lot we can do about that. In 
order to broaden appeal, we must take 
some backwards steps to bring the sport 
into the realm of possibility for the average 
shooter-handloader. Most of the possibili- 
ties deal with restrictions. Let’s face it, we 
are no longer customers of the Win- 
chesters, etc. in our sport. Whatever we 
accomplish will be by our own devices 
unless the major manufacturers can see a 
way to make money at it like Leupold 
apparently has!

The Heavy Benchrest Rifle has had its 
growning pains over the years. A review of 
National Championship attendance shows 
a decline in the 1960’s blamed on a number 
of factors at the time, some valid and some 
not. As IBS was formed, some new terms 
came into being which added nothing to this 
rifle’s popularity. To that point in time, two 
terms were used to indicate if the rifle was 
fired from a sandbag rest (limited) or me- 
chanical rest (unlimited). When IBS was 
formed and its new rule book established, 
Heavy Benchrest (limited) and Experi- 
mental (unlimited) came into use. The word 
“experimental’’ all but killed the class in 
IBS, serving to scare off new comers. There 
were so few interested in the heavy 
benchrest rifle class that a club could be 
quite sure that it would lose money if it held 
matches for the class. In addition, IBS 
established two classes for matches, while 
NBRSA allowed both types to be fired in a 
single class, the selection of rest not 
entered as a factor but left up to the in- 
dividual competitor. 

The 1971 IBS Championships for the big 
sticks at Johnstown was the low point. 31 
Heavy Benchrest Rifles showed up and 1 
Experimental! During the next few years the 
class held on, just barely, in IBS; held on in 
NBRSA with even some minor growth. The 
mid-'70 brought some change in thinking 
among those interested in the class 
among the IBS shooters, and the two class 
system was dropped from the rule book as 
well as the term experimental. The class at 
once grew in popularity, forecast of im- 
pending doom for the class notwith-

standing. By 1980, the IBS Heavy Rifle 
Championship found 60 shooters hard at it 
(NBRSA had 60 competitors that year 
also). NBRSA went to the one piece me- 
chanical rest being allowed and, after a 
period of time, IBS followed, with forecasts 
among some IBS folks that this rule change 
would surely kill the class .... which of 
course did not take place at all. 

On the contrary, the IBS Championship 
showed growth in the heavy rifle class after 
the two class rule was changed to one class 
and even more growth when the one piece 
mechanical rest was allowed. The 1983 
Championships found 93 heavy rifles in 
action at Council Cup and 51 rifles in 1984 
at Mainville, where over-all turnout was 
below average for the other classes as well. 
The changes which established but one 
class of rifle and the one piece rest rule did 
nothing but help the class. Meantime, the 
class held it’s own in NBRSA and with some 
growth. Yup, alive and well! 

The 13th Super Shoot was a grand 
experience. | reloaded next to Jeff Stover 
the four days, a first for me. Jeff was good 
company and added to my over-all good 
time. We found the greatest number of 
heavy rifles in action the first two days since 
Super Shoot was established; something 
like 140. There were indications that the 
unlimited has its following and the one piece 
rest among both NBRSA and IBS com- 
petitors has expanded to greater numbers. 
This match was an ideal time to have a look 
at the current equipment and concepts. 
Because there are few equipment rule 
limitations in the heavy benchrest class,

individual concepts and ideas have a free 
hand. There is no indications whatsoever 
that any one rifle or stand design has any 
advantage. The following examples give 
some idea of what is in use during the mid 
1980’s. New ideas are in use as well as 
some old and proven concepts and designs. 
The first is one of the “‘old’’ designs. 

Photo #1 is the guy that put his boot in 
my butt and got me to a match; Larry 
Engelbrecht. The rifle is chambered for the 
“old” .222. This rifle (and let’s face it, 
competitor) has won a lot of matches and 
a number of championships. The 1981 
NBRSA Championship was won with this 
simple and proven unlimited rifle. The rear 
rest and the Bishop bench rest stock, in use 
for over 25 years, was the first heavy | shot 
and thus started a life-long love affair. The 
rear rest is simple and reliable, with but two 
moving parts, one for windage, and the 
front point which is used for elevation 
corrections. The vertical post (just under 
Larry’s right hand) makes contact with the 
single rear steel guide when the rifle is 
returned to battery. The double front steel 
guides are six inches apart. This spread is 
enough for .224 and 6 MM cases, but as 
recoil goes up with larger calibers, some 
additional guide spread is required to 
overcome bullet torque. 

Photo #2 is Stan Buchtel, NBRSA 
Eastern Region Director (playing ‘‘catch 
up’’?) with another ‘‘old’”’ cartridge, the 
22/45. This a .222 Mag. case with a 45 
degree shoulder. This limited rifle uses a 
front rest which has side plates for guidance 
and a sandbag under the rear. The fiber- 
glass stock has a thumbhole which helps in 
making quick and positive corrections along 
with rear sandbag or rear screw use of the 
front rest for elevation corrections. Match 
results in these pages will show that Stan 
shoots this rifle very well. The long, massive 
Stolle action offers maximum bedding and 
stability. 

Photo #3 pictures a slightly different 
concept so far as the rear rest is concerned. 
Hank Gonnella, Sr., the ramrod of the 
Camillus Club, has designed his rear rest 
around the casting of the front rest. The 
windage adjustment can be seen just under 
his right hand and elevation corrections are 
made with the rear point of the front rest. 
The front of the rifle is guided by steel rods 
onnylon rollers. These rods are mounted on 
the side of this rail gun and have enough 
spread to overcome bullet torque with

larger cartridges. The front rest is a 
modified Hart. Hank has a6 MM PPC barrel 
installed. 

Photo #4 is our editor, Dave Brennan; 
heels dug in, jaw set in determination, (head 
up and locked!) with a 6 MM PPC, limited 
class rifle. This is a slick, well designed and 
gunsmithed rifle, straight forward and 
effective wrapped around an Allan Hall 
pattern, Lee Six stock. It will draw little 
attention on the line but will shoot as well 
as any in use. The front guide rods are 
epoxied into the forearm riding on nylon/- 
teflon. The action, an XP100, although 
shorter than many actions in use, is steel 
sleeved by Fred Sinclair, well bedded and 
therefore able to support the 1.300” O.D. 
barrel. I’ve seen Dave shoot some real barn 
burner groups with this rifle. (Editor: you 
have a heck of a memory, Rick. When was 
that?). 

Photo #5 is ‘“‘Mr. Shooter’s Choice,’’ Sal 
Ventimiglia, with an example of the state of 
the art unlimited rail gun. The one piece rest 
by Bill Hall has a single point front rest 
support with the double rails at the rear. 
Note that the rear rails have good wide 
spread. The action is mounted directly to 
the aluminum ‘I’ beam rail. The action is 
a massive Stolle, designed for the class. 
The gunsmith was George Kelbly, host of 
Super Shoot 13. The hat is an accessory 
of some unknown make and model and is 
often found in use during competition. It’s 
thought to be some sort of secret weapon 
to overcome wind and mirage and inves- 
tigation has failed to show how it works. 

Photo #6 is some kid from down south, 
name of Don Geraci. Has a reputation of 
falling off the bench now and then and 
winning. This 6 MM PPC chambered rail 
gun is on a two piece rest, the rear by Ferris 
Pindell who knows about such things. The 
rail is a flat aluminum plate. An aluminum 
block mounts the barrel action to the plate. 
The return to battery stop can be seen 
making contact with the front nylon guide.

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This outfit is a simple approach and very 
effective. The action is one of the rare Shilen 
heavy bench steel actions (of which only ten 
were made). 

Photo #7 has Matt Green with his 6 MM 
rail gun ready to go. This rifle was designed, 
built and gunsmithed by Paul Kemfer. The 
rifle is fancy as can be, and a real eye 
grabber. Matt will tell you that it still has to 
be driven properly for best results. The 
massive action is mounted in a machined 
frame, the lower part also serving as 
support and guidance for the front rest. The 
front rest guides are set well apart for 
maximum bullet torque even with heavy 30 
caliber bullets. The rear uses a single steel 
bar for guidance. The windage correction 
can be seen just below the rear guide. The 
barrel is chambered for the 6 MM PPC. 

Photo #8 has Sandy Northcraft hard at 
work with his limited rifle. This fiberglass 
stock, it will be noted, is a bit different in 
design. (I believe that it is a Chet Brown 
stock.) You will note that Sandy is making 
an elevation correction with the rear point 
of the front rest, a common practice. The 
front stand guidance is the more common 
approach found in a number of heavy rifle 
rests. It is simple and positive. 

Not shown in our examples is the 
“Cruiser’’ rifle, basically a Heavy Varmint 
rifle with a 1.250” barrel installed and added 
weight in the butt stock to offset the added 
barrel weight and improve balance, fired 
from sandbag. To be sure, a Heavy Varmint 
rifle could be used in this class. However, 
the ten shot groups required plus sighters 
will promptly heat up the barrel, acceler- 
ating barrel errosion and copper fouling. 
The 1.250” O.D. barrels, sometimes larger, 
can handle the added heat of the ten shot 
group. The Cruiser is much like the ben- 
chrest rifles in use thirty five years ago, 
weighing eighteen to perhaps twenty five

pounds. This type of rifle is an easy means 
for a competitor to become involved in the 
heavy class at minimum cost. Seely Masker 
continually proves that such a rifle is no 
limitation whatsoever with winning scores 
fired in matches along with heavy limited 
and unlimited rifles. Seely is a specialist in 
building and shooting the Cruiser rifle. 

Each of the three styles of rifle require 
their own technique for any set of range 
conditions. The sandbag guns, Cruiser and 
limited, can be held off quickly in rapid 
changing conditions, while the unlimited 
competitor could be going crazy trying to 
catch up with conditions. It takes time to 
make corrections with mechanical rests. 
The mechanical rest, on the other hand, 
makes mirage somewhat easier to deal with 
under some conditions, if properly used. 
Each of the three have their plus and minus 
points, unique to them. 

The unlimited rest requires flawless 
workmanship without any movement or 
sloppyness. This is best demonstrated by 
understanding that, with average spreads 
between front and rear bearing points at the 
front and rear stands, movement of .001” 
in the front or rear will result in something 
close to 1/4” crosshair movement on the 
target. (This also demonstrates why our 
scope mounts on any rifle best be snugged 
up.) The more complex unlimited rifle 
stands become, the more attention to good 
workmanship becomes important. For 
example, all moving parts must have means 
to remove wear if and when wear takes 
place, or groups will suffer. And this kind of 
wear is like the shocks on your car; sneaky! 

The big gun class requires ten shot 
groups and that’s the primary reason most 
of us are turned on that shoot the class. If 
you think you feel great after shooting anice 
five shot group in something other than 
perfect range conditions, a ten shotter is a 
real ego trip! To those that haven’t tried it, 
you're missing a lot of fun.

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The 7 MM Quandary 


by Bob Pease 


At first | thought to make an analogy to 
the ‘chicken and the egg’ for a title. After 
agonizing for a week whether to call it ‘THE 
CHICKEN AND THE 7MM’ or ‘THE 7MM 
AND THE EGG’ | finally decided that, 
unable as | was to resolve that age old 
problem, perhaps | better get about the task 
assigned by the editor, Dave Brennan. 

First let’s glance into the past for a 
moment: 

The development of a new bore size is 
not a simple process. There must be three 
ingredients present; need, interest and 
bullets, for without these little will be ac- 
complished. If we think back to the late '50’s 
and early '60’s there WAS a need for the 
6mm. The Sporter Class, banning .22 
calibers, was fresh upon us and the .30 was 
a lot of rifle to concentrate with for an entire 
two course match. 

The interest and the need were both 
there and it was a tough struggle. | can 
remember being nearly laughed off the 
range when shooting an experimental 
Heavy Varmint 6x47 in the very early ’60’s 
but this too was part of the development 
game at that time. Not until Clarence 
Detsch of St. Marys, Pennsylvania came 
along with absolute match quality bullets 
did the 6mm bore size take off. It has 
reigned supreme for two decades from the 
efforts of the Blensingers, Walkers, Stekls, 
Halls, and Freunds. Without their efforts 
and the first good bullets of Clarence 
Detsch the 6 bore might never have 
flourished. 

History is now repeating itself in the 
development of the 7mm bore size. For 
several years now there has been little 
doubt that the new kid on the block was and 
would be the 7mm. Remington hatched a 
lot of the interest with the illegitimate in- 
troduction of the 7BR in the XP-100 pistol 
only slightly preceded by their legitimate 
offspring the 708. The latter was in limited 
use in Hunter Class several years before 
Remington got into the picture and the 
problems that presented themselves then 
still exist today — lack of knowledge on 
barrel twists needed to handle the 7mm 
bullet and total lack of the bullets them- 
selves — (a la the Chicken and the egg). 
There just aren’t too many of the better 
barrel makers tooled up for the 7mm with 
several choices of twist and this has further 
limited experimentation. 

In addition to the shortage of barrels and 
twists there was an even greater shortage 
of anything resembling a match bullet in the 
7 bore. Just as bullets frustrated the de- 
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velopment of the 6mm bore so too are they 
still the enigma today in the 7mm. Factory 
bullets were of course the beginning point 
and for some unexplained reason the 
Hornady 162 quickly outdistanced the 
Sierra 168 and remained THE choice for 
several years. By this time Remington had 
stopped the sale of all bullets and Sierra 
could not keep up with the demand for 
either their 140 gr. hunting 7mm bullet or 
their 168 gr. Matchking. Hornady never was 
into jacket sales thus leaving Sierra as an 
only jacket source possibility. There was 
simply no possibility of talking to them about 
jackets in this caliber until they were able 
to stay abreast of their own in-plant needs. 

Some months later Sierra introduced a 
150 gr. Matchking bullet which has taken 
the strain off the 168 gr. production and 
made it possible to buy match quality 
jackets from Sierra as they prepare them for 
their 168. This however is not the jacket 
that is needed to make the 7mm take off in 
popularity. The reason is simple. It didn’t 
take long to figure out that a 168 gr. bullet 
launched for a 708 rifle caused just as much 
recoil as a 168 gr. from a full .308 — so why 
bother with the 7mm. It was also apparent 
that the longer bullets driven at top velocity 
had enough added barrel bearing for copper 
fouling to quickly become a problem. Even 
the 150 gr. Matchking jacket, if available, 
would make a bullet of greater than desired 
bearing surface with the jacket also too long 
for the weight of core desired. The jacket 
used for the 140 gr. Sierra hunting bullet 
appears just right for the desired balance. 
It is however impossible to make quality 
match bullets on hunting bullet jackets as 
the more knowledgeable bullet makers 
have learned in the past. 

Meanwhile the pistol silhouette game 
alternates between the 7BR, the 7 TCU, 
their IMSSA version of a 7mm and the 708 
in its full blown configuration; the latter a 
bear to shoot in any handgun. Since the 
7BR and TCU are both too low in powder 
capacity for Hunter Class most of the 
limited experimentation was based on the 
.708. Even the silhouette people who work 
more with the heavy bullets found that the 
extra length of the 168 gr. is very conducive 
to copper fouling because of the long barrel 
bearing surface. Given their necessarily 
lower velocities you begin to see the 
problem even more clearly with regard to 
the longer rifle tubes and higher velocities 
involved. 

Since there are a lot of good .30 caliber 
jackets around, top quality benchrest bullet 


making dies, and know how to make fine 
competitive bullets there often seemed no 
advantage to the 7mm as it has existed to 
this point. 

A break-thru is coming! Bob Cauterucio 
who has made a number of 140+ grain 
bullets on the 168 gr. Matchking jacket as 
well as 115 to 125 gr. bullets on the 150 
Matchking jacket, has had extensive talks 
with Sierra and has the promise of some 
140 hunting jackets made to MATCHKING 
SPECIFICATIONS in the very near future. 
Sierra was interested enough to plan on a 
sizeable run FOR STOCKING purposes 
thus assuring Bob Cauterucio and any 
other serious bullet maker a continued 
source of excellent jackets. The GTB bullet 
(Group Tightener Bullet) made by Bob 
Cauterucio will be made on Detsch CAR- 
BIDE dies with punches special ground for 
the swaging of bullets in the 100 to 115 gr. 
weights, ideal for good performance and 
low recoil disturbance factors. This should 
provide the Hunter Class a 7mm bullet 
weight with recoil similar to a .243 Win. or 
6mm Rem. cartridge. 

Those who have stuck with the 7BR and 
7TCU for pistol silhouette will reap im- 
mediate benefit from these bullets while 
Hunter Class enthusiasts will need to go 
back to the drawing board to study twists 
and availability for a starting point. Once the 
bullets are available, the correct twists 
determined and sources of bullets devel- 
oped the 7 bore should catch on quickly for 
many purposes. 

In group shooting circles the 100 yard 
groups, records and aggs. are getting so 
small that there is bound to be increased 
interest in 300 yard stages of competition 
thus creating a demand and dictating in- 
creased interest in the 7 bore. The only 
deterrent here is the lack of ranges and 
facilities for the longer distances. The need 
is present, the interest will develop and 
given a match quality bullet so too will the 
7mm bore size. 

(Editor: I’m sure Bob Pease will have the 
new GTB 7mm bullet in stock as soon as 
they become available.)

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Reloading For Accuracy 


PREFACE 


This is not a general ‘‘how to reload’ 
article. It is directed to the shooter who is 
already familiar with the operations of re- 
loading, the use of reloading tools, the 
components used, and, has one or more 
reloading manuals. 

During my twenty-seven years of gun- 
smithing and rifle building, | have talked to 


thousands of shooters, many of whom had: 


been reloading for some time. Over this 
period of time | have found those subjects 
about reloading for accuracy which are 
most frequently misunderstood or unknown 
at all. It is those subjects | will cover in this 
article. 

| have also found there exists a general 
confusion among reloaders as to the cor- 
rect use of reloading tools and the reasons 
for performing certain operations in certain 
ways. It is not uncommon for a shooter to 
be performing a particular reloading 
operation and not have a true un- 
derstanding of why it should be done, how 
it should be done, or if it should be done at 
all. Many times it is done simply because he

heard or read that ‘‘it’s the thing to do’. | 
believe the following will clear up many of 
the mysteries of ‘reloading for accuracy.’’ 


Before getting into the reloading of 
cartridges, it is first necessary to under- 
stand rifle chambers and the relationship 
between the rifle chamber and the loaded 
cartridge. 

First, we will speak of commercial 
chambers and cartridges. Later on we will 
deal with the target chambers and car- 
tridges. 

When an arms company introduces a 
new cartridge they set up specifications for 
both the chamber and the loaded cartridge. 
These specifications are made available to 
the firearms industry so that rifles and 
cartridges can be made by various com- 
panies and all cartridges will fit all cham- 
bers. This is done by giving minimum 
chamber dimensions and maximum car- 
tridge dimensions. Figure | shows both a 
minimum chamber and maximum cartridge. 
It also shows the measurements taken from 
anew, unfired, factory loaded cartridge. We 
are using the Remington 222 as an example 
because it is probably the most accurate of 
any center-fire commercial cartridge. 
However; everything that applies to the 222 
also applies to all other cartridges, re- 
gardless of their size or caliber. Note the 
specs are such that a maximum cartridge 
will go into a minimum chamber. Also, note 
the measurements of the factory loaded 
cartridge are smaller in all respects com- 
pared to the maximum cartridge drawing. 
The net result is the new cartridge or 
cartridge case, as you receive it from the 
manufacturer, is to some degree loose in 
the chamber. That is the reason you may 
get an unsightly bulge about 3/16” forward 
of the base of the case, and the reason you 
have to resize the cartridge neck so it will 
again hold the bullet. Also, the bulge may 
be all one side of the case. This is usually 
due to the extractor in the bolt head pushing 
the cartridge to one side of the chamber and 
holding it here during fire-forming. 

We hear many shooters complaining they 
have oversize chambers when it really isn’t 
so. A typical situation is a minimum size 
chamber and a cartridge a few thousandths 
under maximum. This will result in a fired 
case with a bulge on the back end that is 
.005”, or more, larger than the base di- 
ameter of the case. This expansion of the 
case when it is fired in the rifle can cause 


both a safety problem and an accuracy 
problem if not handled correctly during the 
reloading process. The objective will be to 
construct a reloaded cartridge that is, first 
of all safe, and also accurate in your rifle. 
The bulge on the back of the case, and the 
lengthwise stretching of the case due to 
headspace, can be a safety problem if you 
continuously full length resize. Full length 
sizing squeezes the diameter and the 
headspace length of the case back to 
original size (or close to it) and then when 
the case is fired again it has to stretch back 
to the chamber dimensions again. Brass 
cannot stand very much of that kind of 
flexing and the result will be a crack, or even 
a complete separation of the base of the 
case. The only way to combat this problem 
is not to full length resize any more than 
what is absolutely necessary. Neck size 
only useing a neck sizing die. Trying to 
partial size with a full length sizer doesn’t 
work out very well. 

Concerning accuracy, the bulge does 
little harm and can be ignored, unless it is 
excessive. Minimum chamber size at the 
back of the chamber is .376” for the 222 
head size, .471” for the 308 head size and 
.513” for the H&H magnum head size. If the 
diameter of the fire-formed case is within 
those dimensions it is not oversize. Once 
the case if fire-formed it then fits the 
chamber perfectly both in headspace and 
circumference and it is best to leave it that 
way. The neck of the case will have to be 
sized to hold the bullet and it is here that 
the major problem of obtaining an accurate 
reload exists. In order to achieve maximum 
accuracy it is necessary that the case hold 
the bullet perfectly concentric and parallel 
with the bore of the barrel. This is ac- 
complished through correct case prepa- 
ration, neck sizing and seating of the bullet. 

During neck sizing, the body of the case 
is aligned and supported by the die body to 
keep the neck concentric with the body of 
the case. But when the case is pulled down 
over the expander button it is not supported 
in any way and out-of-concentric, crooked 
necks can result. If the wall of the neck is 
thicker on one side than the other, the thin 
side will stretch more than the thick side, 
giving an off center neck in relation to the 
body of the case. This situation can be 
cured, or at least held to a minimum, by 
concentric neck turning or reaming. If the 
neck of the case is the same thickness all 
the way around it will tend to size and 
expand uniformly.

The other cause of crooked, out of 
concentric necks is over-sizing. That is, 
squeezing the neck to a smaller diameter 
than what is necessary to hold the bullet. 
There is a difference in neck thickness of 
cases made by different manufacturers, 
and even some difference in lots from any 
one manufacturer. Because of this differ- 
ence in neck thickness the loading die 
manufacturers have to make the die ‘‘tight’”’ 
enough to size the thinest brass enough to 
hold the bullet. They also have to take into 
account that neck turning or inside reaming 
will make the brass even thinner. The result 
is the die squeezes the brass to a much 
smaller diameter than what is necessary 
and then the case has to be pulled over the 
expander button to make the inside di- 
ameter of the neck the correct size to hold 
the bullet. Even using cases that have been 
neck turned, oversizing will result in some 
degree of mis-alignment between the body 
of the case and the neck. Brass just doesn’t 
seem to be a very uniform material, and the 
only cure is to keep sizing to a minimum. 

In an ideal situation the die should size the 
neck just enough so that you feel vey little 
resistance as the expander button comes 
through the neck. Fact is, in such an ideal 
situation the expander button isn’t needed 
at all as the inside of the neck is the correct 
size. 

Don’t go screaming to the die manu- 
facturers that the die isn’t right. Taking into 
consideration the variances in brass 
thickness, they are doing a great job. There 
is something you can do to the die which 
will help. Polish or lap out the neck portion 
of the die until it will size the neck just 
enough so you can just feel the expander 
button drag through the neck. That’s the 
cut and try method. The other method is to 
measure and calculate what the exact 
diameter should be and have a custom die

made. If the cartridges are going to be used 
in a repeater rifle and fed through the 
magazine the bullets need to be held quite 
tightly by the neck. In this case the die 
diameter needs to be .002” to .004” smaller 
than the neck diameter of the loaded round. 
If the rifle is going to be single loaded the 
bullets only need to be held tight enough to 
prevent them from slipping in the case. 
Then .001” to .002” is enough. | know what 
some of you are now thinking as I’ve heard 
it many times before. ‘‘If the die isn’t making 
the case neck true and straight, I'll just get 
myself a precision straight line seater die to 
make the bullet straight in the case’. Not 
so! A precision seater will not straighten up 
a crooked, out of concentric case. It will 
insure, if the case is already true, that the 
bullet will be seated straight. 

A few years ago Neil Jones introduced a 
neck sizing die that contains a floating sizer 
bushing. Besides the feature of the sizer 
bushing floating to give good alignment 
between the case and the die, the bushings 
are available in inside diameter increments 
of .001’’. The cost of the individual bushings 
is small compared to having a special die 
made. 

To recap the reloading process up to this 
point; prepare the necks by trimming to a 
uniform length and neck turning to con- 
centricity. Fire-form the case and neck size 
only. Full length size only when cases get 
overly tight in the chamber and an effort is 
required to raise the bolt handle. 


NECK TURNING 

There are two basic ways to true the neck 
of the case. One is to inside neck ream and 
the other is to outside neck turn. Inside neck 
reaming does not give you the flexibility that 
you can get with neck turning. With inside 
neck reaming, a given size reamer will result 
in a certain wall thickness. If you want a 
thicker or thinner neck it requires a different 
reamer. Neck turners have adjustable 
cutters so you can make adjustments and 
get any neck wall thickness you want. Also, 
when the reamer of the neck reaming die 
gets dull it will tend to follow the hole instead 
of trueing it. If the neck was not concentric 
before reaming it will still be out of con- 
centric, to some degree, if reamed with a 
dull reamer. The neck turner will tend to do 
the same thing if the cutter gets dull, but the 
cutter is relatively easy to sharpen and 
restore the accuracy of the neck turner. 

Because of the apparent advantage of 
the neck turner over the neck reamer our 
discussion will be limited to the turner. 
Photo A shows a neck turner in operation. 
This particular one is made by Paul Mar- 
quart. There are several makes on the 
market, all of which operate on the same 
basic principal. The arbor (also called stud 
or pilot) fits the inside of the neck very

snugly and the turner is rotated by hand, the 
cutter removing the metal from the outside 
diameter of the neck. If the cutter is kept 
sharp, and the turner is carefully used, neck 
concentricity within .0001” can be ob- 
tained. It is necessary to have an accurate 
method of measuring the wall thickness in 
order to measure the exact thickness of the 
wall and to check for concentricity. A vernier 
caliper is not accurate enough. Photo B 
shiows a wall thickness micrometer in 
operation. This one is sold by Sam Wilson 
and is capable of measuring within .0001”. 
The concentricity that the turner can pro- 
duce is mainly dependent on the neck being 
a good snug fit on the arbor. | recommend 
that prior to neck turning, the case be neck 
sized all the way back to the shoulder and 
then pulled over the expander button. This 
will insure the neck fitting the arbor cor- 
rectly. Turn the neck all the way back to the 
shoulder being careful not to cut into the 
shoulder itself. Do not turn the necks any 
thinner than they need to be. If the necks 
are concentric, the clearance between the 
necks diameter of the loaded round and the 
neck diameter of the chamber need only be 
.001” to .002”. In hunting type rifles .003” 
to .004” is ideal. However, because of the 
amount of clearance built into the chamber 
and cartridge dimensions of commercially 
made rifles, neck clearance will be any- 
where from .003” to .010” (occasionally 
more) even before the brass is neck turned. 
It’s in this situation that you should neck 
turn only enough to ‘‘clean’’ the case all the 
way around and hold the neck clearance to 
a minimum. 


TARGET TYPE CHAMBERS AND 
LOADING FOR THEM 

| am continuously asked, ‘“‘What is a 
target chamber’’? Itis simply a chamber cut 
undersize so the cartridge will fit better 
within it. Some target chambers are so 
much undersize, particularly in the neck 
area, that a commercial unaltered case will 
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not go into it. There are no standards for 
target chambers. They are wildcats. The 
particular dimensions are established by 
the gunsmiths and custom rifle makers, and 
there are countless variations. Figure 2 
gives the dimensions of a typical target type 
chamber for the 222. Compare this with the 
drawing of the standard 222 minimum 
chamber and you will see the difference.

Also, compare the 222 target chamber to 
the 222 commercially loaded cartridge. You 
will note the body of the case is a very close 
fit in the target chamber. And, the neck of 
the target chamber is so small in diameter 
that the commercial cartridge will not fit into 
it. In this situation the neck has to be neck 
turned to the proper thickness before the

case can be loaded and fire-formed in the 
rifle. The reason for making the neck of the 
chamber so tight is to insure that when the 
case neck is turned concentric there will be 
little or no clearance between the chamber 
neck and the neck diameter of the loaded 
round. 

The exact amount of clearance needed 
depends on the method of reloading you 
intend to do. Two different methods are 
currently being used by the majority of the 
bench rest shooters. The first method is to 
turn the necks to such a thickness that 
when the bullet is seated in the case there 
exists almost no clearance between the 
neck diameter of the loaded case and the 
chamber neck. This method is called zero 
neck or fitted neck. In actual practice you 
cannot have zero clearance as the neck 
would fit so tight in the chamber that closing 
the bolt will be difficult. The proper clear- 
ance is .0001” to .0003”. After firing a zero 
neck cartridge, the neck of the case has just 
enough spring-back that it will hold the 
bullet without having to neck size the case. 
Theoretically, the zero neck should be the 
most accurate method as it holds the bullet 
perfectly in-line and concentric with the bore 
of the barrel, and you don’t have to contend 
with the sizing operation possibly making

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the necks crooked or out of concentric with 
the body of the case. In actual practice it is 
not that simple. To set up for zero neck 
requires very careful neck turning to very 
close tolerances. If the necks are turned a 
bit too thick you have trouble getting the 
cartridge into the chamber. | have seen 
shooters break off bolt handles while 
hammering on them trying to get the bolt 
shut on an overly tight neck. And, if you turn 
the necks a bit too thin the case will not hold 
the bullet after it is fired. And, even if you 
get the necks turned correctly they won't 
necessarily stay that way through repeated 
firings. Some shooters swear by zero neck. 
Some swear at it. It does work well if done 
correctly and the cases are carefully 
maintained. The other method is more 
conventional. We'll call it the minimum 
sizing method. 

The difference is, you neck turn the cases 
so the clearance between the neck diam- 
eter of the loaded round and the neck 
diameter of the chamber is .001” to .002”. 
Then a neck sizer is used to size the case 
So it will hold the bullet just tight enough so 
it won't slip in the case The size necessary 
is .001” to .002” smaller than the neck 
diameter of the loaded round. As you can 
see, the tolerances aren’t nearly as tight as 
for the zero neck. And from a practical 
standpoint the minimum sizing method 
works very well. Many of this countrys’ top 
rated bench rest shooters use this method. 


BULLET SEATERS AND 
BULLET SEATING 

As stated previously, a precision seating 
die will not straighten up a crooked or out 
of concentric neck. But, if you have gone

through all the pains of correct case 
preparation and sizing to get a perfect case, 
then you certainly should use one of the 
precision type seaters to insure the bullet 
will be seated straight in the case. Several 
of the loading die manufacturers are 
offering precision seaters and they all work 
well. Some are made with threaded bodies 
to be used in reloading presses and some 
are made to be used by hand. 

Photo C shows a type of hand operated 
seater used by most of the bench rest 
shooters. This particular one is made by 
L. E. Wilson. The mouth of the case can be 
very important in regard to getting the bullet 
started straight into the case. Case mouths 
should be trimmed square and a uniform 
chamfer put on the inside of the case mouth. 

Bullet seating depth is where the ‘‘fine 
tuning” is done. No other single factor 
seems to have as much effect on ultimate 
accuracy as the correct seating depth of the 
bullet. Bullet seating depth is always re- 
ferred to in terms of position of the bullet in 
relation to the ‘‘throat’’ of the rifling in the 
barrel. Photo D shows a bullet that had 
been “smoked’’ with a match and then 
chambered in the rifle. In this case the bullet 
is just touching the rifling in the throat. The 
rifling has marked the bullet very plainly 
through the smoked surface of the jacket. 
This is the time to also check the con- 
centricity and alignment of the cartridge, 
chamber, throat combination. If everything 
is correct you will be able to see rifling marks 
completely around the circumference of the 
bullet. If it’s a six groove barrel you should 
see six marks, an eight groove barrel eight 
marks, etc. If you are not getting rifling 
marks completely around the bullet

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something is not concentric or straight. The 
problem can be the loaded cartridge, the 
chamber, the throat, or a combination 
thereof. The cartridge can be checked with 
a Cartridge Spinner Gage, such as made by 
B-Square. If the cartridge spinner shows 
the bullet not being straight or concentric 
with the case, you then have to go com- 
pletely over your reloading process and find 
out where the problem is. If the cartridge 
checks out okay on the spinner then the 
problem is in the chamber or throat. A 
gunsmith or barrelmaker can check it by 
visual inspection with a bore-scope or by 
making a chamber cast. 

We frequently get asked, ‘‘What is the 
best overall length to seat the bullet’? 
There is no such thing. Best accuracy can 
be achieved only by trial and error while 
shooting. Some rifles will shoot best with 
the bullet seated to touch the rifling. Some 
will do better if the bullet is seated deeper 
into the case and has to ‘‘jump’’ a bit before 
it contacts the rifling. How much to jump? 
Here again, only trial and error while 
shooting will tell. Generally, jumping about 
.030” is the most that will do any good. 
Jumping more than that usually results in a 
decrease in accuracy. But, that is not an 
absolute. Don’t hesitate to try jumping more 
than .030’. You may get a pleasant sur- 
prise. Once you determine th best seathing 
depth for your rile with a particular bullet, 
changing to a different weight, shape, size 
or brand of bullet will probably require 
establishing a new best seating depth.

My personal method for determining best 
seating depth in a new rifle is to start out 
with the bullet just touching the rifling. Then 
| try different types of powders at various 
weights. After | determine which powder is 
delivering the best accuracy | then start to 
experiment with the bullet seating by 
jumping the bullet in increments of .005” 
until | find the particular depth which works 
best. Then you go back to varying the 
powder charge again to see if youcan make 
a further improvement. You can repeat the 
cycle until you are satisfied with the rifles’ 
performance. 


BULLETS 

The bullet is the most important part of 
the cartridge. Bad bullets will not shoot well 
regardless of how good the rifle is or how 
well you have prepared the cases. Among 
the bullets made by the commercial bullet 
companies, those bullets marked match, 
target or bench rest can usually be de- 
pended upon to deliver a better degree of 
accuracy than their line of hunting bullets. 
If you want really precision bullets you go 
to the custom bullet maker who cater to the 
bench rest trade or you buy a set of 
precision dies and make your own. | am not 
going to go into detail on precision bullets 
or bullet making as those subjects are well 
covered elsewhere in this book.

PRIMERS AND PRIMER POCKETS 

| don’t know of any bad primers being 
made by American manufacturers. It’s 
usually a case of trying different makes and 
types to see if any particular one works best 
in your rifle. The Federal bench rest primer 
is currently the most popular with the bench 
rest shooters. 

Primer seating depth, and the pressure 
used to seat the primer can be very 
important. The worst is too much pressure. 
This cracks or breaks down the primer 
compound and results in non-uniform 
ignition, hang fires or complete miss-fires. 
Best to go easy while priming and when you 
feel the primer hit bottom, stop! You have 
to be especially careful when priming with 
a reloading press. Most presses have so 
much leverage it is difficult to not ‘‘over 
seat’’. The hand type primer tools are very 
good because you have a much better 
“feel’’ of the primer bottoming out in the 
primer pocket. And best yet are the priming 
tools that limit the seating depth so you 
can’t crush the primer regardless of 
pressure used. 

Nothing needs done to the primer pocket 
except maybe cleaning the powder residue 
from the bottom of the pocket. | say maybe, 
because some shooters clean-em and 
some don’t. | don’t think anyone has ever 
been able to prove that it does or does not 
help. The flash hole needs some attention 
and this can make a difference. All the flash 
holes should be the same size. With a given 
lot of cases, find a drill size that will just pass 
through the largest flash hole and make the 
rest of the flash holes the same size. Do not 
make the holes oversize. Most cases will 
have a ‘‘burr”’ on the inside of the flash hole 
which should be removed. Pick a drill size 
that will just pass through the neck of the 
case, insert it until it touches bottom, give 
it a twist by hand and it will cleanly cut off 
the burr. Or, get yourself a flash hole de- 
burring tool such as made by Seely Masker. 
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POWDER AND POWDER MEASURES 

| am not going to go into specific powders 
and loads. You can get that from any 
handloading manual. Generally speaking, 
the powder which develops the highest 
velocity with your case and bullet combi- 
nation will also give the best accuracy. Also, 
the load in which the powder level is up to 
the base of the bullet will usually deliver 
better accuracy than a case which is only 
partially full. But, due to all the variables 
involved, a medium or low velocity load can 
sometimes be found which will be very 
accurate. Don’t hesitate to experiment. 

There is an ageless debate as to which 
is better, tubular or ball powder. Both types 
can deliver superb accuracy. Neither seems 
to give longer barrel life than the other. The 
ball powders certainly have the advantage 
of metering through a powder measure 
better. It is much easier to get uniform 
weight charges with the fine grained ball 
powders. Both bail and tubular type 
powders can cause fouling in a barrel that 
will destroy accuracy. Why a given powder 
will sometimes overly foul is a mystery. | 
don’t know why, and | don’t know of anyone 
who knows why. And it can happen in the 
best of barrels. Barrel smoothness or 
roughness seems to have nothing to do with 
this type of fouling. 

The powder fouling results in a rough- 
ness in the barrel which then picks up bullet 
fouling. If you think your barrel is fouling 
excessively, give it a thorough cleaning and 
try a different type of powder. 

The newcomer to bench rest shooting is 
usually shocked to see that almost ev- 
eryone is throwing powder charges directly 
from the measure into the case without 
weighing them. You hardly ever see a bench 
rest shooter with a powder scale. Fact is, 
most of them couldn’t tell you how much 
powder they are using in terms of weight. 
But they can tell you in terms of the setting 
on their powder measure. A typical ex- 
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change between two bench shooters is, 
“Hey John, what load you using?” - “4895, 
50.5 on the Culver measure!”’ 

The Culver measure seems to be the 
most popular type of measure used by the 
bench rest shooters. Some years ago the 
Belding & Mull was first choice. The Culver 
is actually a Lyman 55 measure to which 
Homer Culver fits a new metering drum and 
avery neat ‘‘click’’ adjustment system. The 
secret of getting uniform charges from any 
measure is to develop a uniform method of 
operation. Talk to ten shooters and you will 
probably get ten different methods of 
operating the measure. They can all tell you 
why their way is best. With the ball and fine 
grained tubular powders you should be able 
to throw charges plus or minus .1 of a grain. 
With coarse grain powders, .2 of a grain. If 
you can’t do as good or better, then 
continue to weigh the charges until your 
proficiency with the powder measure im- 
proves. 

Along with reloading for accuracy is 
testing for accuracy. Don’t make the 
mistake of judging accuracy on the basis of 
one group. ‘‘Flyers’’ can go into a group as 
well as out of a group. | have seen too many 
shooters fire a lucky group and assume that 
was the accuracy of the load and then 
discount any future larger groups as due to 
wind, jerking the trigger, etc. Do your load 
testing in calm conditions. Measure the load 
accuracy in terms of average group size. 
For large bore hunting weight rifles, three 
3-shot groups should be fired and averaged 
to determine the accuracy of a given load. 
For the heavier type of varmint and target 
rifles three 5-shot groups should be fired. 
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ABSTRACT 


The purpose of this study is to illustrate 
the presence of inclusions found on the 
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rifling surfaces (lands and grooves) in 
stainless steel bench rest quality rifle 
barrels. 

Through the use of high magnification 
SEM techniques (Scanning Electron 
Microscopy), inclusions and machining 
marks are readily seen on the rifling sur- 
faces. The shape of these defects suggest 
that they are potential sites for copper and 
powder fouling. 


INTRODUCTION 


All steels, regardless of their refining 
technique, contain particles of material

which are of different chemical composition 
than that of the steel itself. These particles 
are known as inclusions. Some inclusions 
originate from the entrapment of foreign 
material from steelmaking during the 
solidification process. For example, slag 
and refractory particles. Other inclusions 
form in steel due to chemical reactions 
between alloying elements added to steel; 
for example, manganese (a common 
alloying element in steel) and sulfur (an 
impurity element, found to certain degrees 
in all steels). In certain cases, inclusions are 
deliberately added to steel, particularly to

enhance machinability, as in the ‘‘free 
machining” class of steels. The presence of 
inclusions in steel is deemed good or bad 
depending on the application for that steel. 

The main conclusion to be made from the 
above discussion is that inclusions, to some 
degree are always present in steel. The 
following investigation is designed to learn 
about the effects of inclusions on rifle barrel 
performance; in this case, the effect of 
inclusions on rifle barrel fouling. The ulti- 
mate goal of this work is to correlate the 
presence of inclusions with rifle barrel 
accuracy, which is presently an ongoing 
study. 


EXPERIMENTAL PROCEDURES 


A barrel stub of approximately three 
inches in length, Figure 1-A, was cut from 
the muzzle end of an unused stainless steel 
6mm caliber barrel. One inch of the stub, 
Figure 1-B, was sawed off and half of this 
piece was removed (milled) to reveal half of 
the barrel’s rifling. This sample (Figure 1B) 
was observed at several magnifications in 
a Phillips EM500 scanning electron 
microscope. The chemical composition of 
several inclusions was determined by using 
an energy dispersive x-ray technique, which 
is an attachment to the electron micro- 
scope.

RESULTS AND DISCUSSION 

Figure 2 is a low magnification scanning 
electron micrograph of the sample shown in 
Figure 1-B. Note the identification of the 
lands and grooves.

Figure 3 is a higher magnification pho- 
tomicrograph in which evidence of rifling 
marks and inclusions (pit-like areas) can be 
seen. Figures 4 and 5 show evidence of 
inclusions on the lands and grooves, re- 
spectively, at higher magnification. Note 
also the machining marks noticeable on 
both the lands and grooves. Figures 6 and GROOVE 
7 show details of the tooling marks and 
inclusions, respectively. 

Chemical analysis of some of the inclu- 
sions (by the x-ray technique) indicates that 
they contain silicon, sulfur, calcium, chro- 
mium, and iron. The abundance of the 
number of inclusions seen would suggest 
that they are there for machinability pur- 
poses. This argument is consistent with the 
fact that machining and rifling a long, 
straight hole in a rifle barrel is difficult; that 
is, a free machining steel would be used to 
ease the machining operation. 

Now that the presence of defects (in the 
form of inclusions and machining marks) on 
the inside of the rifle barrels has been 
shown, Figures 3-7, it is easy to see how 
these sites could promote barrel fouling, by 
both entrapment of copper and powder in 
these defects. The next part of this study 
will elucidate this theory by examination of 
used and fouled barrels.

CONCLUSIONS 

This investigation, prompted by the 
observation that rifle barrels are difficult to 
keep from fouling, has pointed out a 
possible reason for easy fouling, by 
identifying potential sites for fouling. An 
ongoing investigation by the authors is 
aimed at conclusively determining the ef- 
fects of inclusions on rifle barrel fouling, and 
ultimately, accuracy. 
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6MM VS .308 IN HUNTER RIFLE COMPETITION 


Hunter rifle competition was first started 
by the National Benchrest Shooters As- 
sociation (NBRSA) on August 1, 1966 at its 
annual directors meeting. It languished for 
some time until the Transcontinental Hunter 
League (TCL) was started by Bob Pease 
and Tony Hidalgo in 1971. The TCL has 
now grown from the original four clubs to 
twenty four clubs throughout the country 
and Alaska. They shoot four 100 yard 
postal matches against each other and 
divisional champions have a shootoff in 
September to determine the National 
Champion. Recent support by the NBRSA 
and the International Benchrest Shooters 
Association (IBS) with regional and national 
matches has helped considerably 

Among the competitive hunter rifle 
shooters, there is usually the choice of 
shooting a .308 Winchester or a minimum 
capacity 6mm. The NBRSA and TCL re- 
quire a minimum capacity case of 45.5 
grains of water (.30-30 capacity) and a 
minimum caliber of 6mm. The arguments 
become heated as to which is the more 
effective in scoring the highest number of 
points and Xs. 

Accuracy itself is affected by many 
factors. In the case of hunter rifle accuracy, 
the following factors are very important: (a) 
recoil; (b) wind drift; (c) scoring advantage 
of .308; and (d) case configuration. While 
there are numerous other factors affecting 
accuracy, the above seem to vary more 
between minimum capacity 6mm 
(hereinafter referred to as 6mm) and the 
.308 Winchester. 

Jim Borden in the June, 1982 issue of 
Precision Shooting magazine explored this 
recoil factor between the 6PPC and .308 
Winchester. The 6mm minimum capacity 
cases (6HLS, 6X44, 6-250, etc.) shoot best 
with 70 gr. custom bullets. They therefore 
use barrels with a 1-14 twist and load 34 
to 35 grains of H4895 powder for a velocity 
of approximately 3200 fps. This is com- 
parable with the 6PPC in velocity and recoil. 
The .308 seems to shoot best with the 
Sierra 168 gr. International bullet and from 
40 to 41 grains of H4895. Jim Borden’s 
article on recoil therefore bears almost 
directly in point with recoil in hunter rifle 
competition. 

Borden used the recoil of 3.45 ft. Ibs. for 
the 6PPC and 11.11 ft. Ibs. for the .308 in 
a ten pound rifle. The actual recoil felt on 
the shoulder is almost three times greater 
with the .308. There is no question that this 
indeed affects accuracy. However, con-

stant practice with the .308 largely negates 
this recoil force. 

The more critical factor is the recoil 
distance that a rifle travels. Borden lists the 
distance in a ten pound rifle for the 6PPC 
at 0.028 inches and the .308 at 0.060 
inches. In theory, the lower the velocity 
and/or the lighter the rifle results in a longer 
recoil distance. No doubt this causes in- 
accuracy. Borden states that because of 
this factor, the 6PPC can be shot by the 
“free recoil method,” while the .308 cannot. 
There is some truth to this, but everything 
is relative. The 6PPC is usually shot in 
varmint competition where the smallest 
possible group is needed to win. Thus any 
recoil is going to cause a relative amount of 
inaccuracy whether it is shot free recoil or 
not. 

What is ‘‘free recoil?’ Most benchrest 
shooters define it by stating that the only 
part of the rifle they touch when firing is the 
trigger. However, you must stop the recoil 
at some point. My technique, whether 
shooting varmint or hunter rifle competition 
is to place my shoulder to the butt of the rifle 
so that | can barely feel my shirt brushing 
against it without my shoulder touching the 
butt. | do not touch the rifle other than to 
pull the trigger. This method is used by 
many shooters. Thus you have free recoil 
for only a short distance. Whether the bullet 
has already left the barrel when it hits my 
shoulder, | do not know. All | can say is that 
it works for me. Attempts to hold a rifle 
causes many more inaccuracy problems, 
as flinching, than the free recoil method. 

The .308 is seldom used in varmint 
competition because of the complaint that 
it will put four or five shots in one hole, but 
will inevitably throw one out. However, 
small groups in precision shooting is not 
nearly as important in accuracy shooting, 
i.e., for score. As long as you touch the ten 
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ring, it does not make any difference 
whether it is a .2 group or an .8 group. You 
may have one less X, but you will still have 
a ten. 

Another factor of recoil that is often 
overlooked is that heavy recoil will often 
place stress on the rifle and scope itself. If 
the rifle is not bedded perfectly, then recoil 
can indeed affect accuracy. It is not unusual 
to find scopes that have slipped in the rings 
or screws that have become loose. Many 
scopes develop a loose objective bell either 
in its attachment to the tube and/or in the 
parallax adjustment. The heavier recoil of 
the .308 aggravates these problems and 
has caused some good barrels to be junked 
or the rifle sold. 

Recoil comes into play when a shooter is 
attempting to shoot fast in order to get all 
of his record shots off under the same 
condition. It is generally accepted that 
lighter recoiling rifles are easier to shoot 
fast. In a .308 you must always exercise

good shooting techniques as you cannot 
get sloppy in your gun handling. 

In order to lessen the recoil of the .308 
many shooters go to ‘‘blooper loads’’, e.g., 
35 to 37 grains of H4895 with the 168g. 
bullet. Often these loads will shoot good 
scores at 100 yards which misleads the 
shooter into believing that it is an accurate 
load. These ‘‘blooper loads’’ tend to be 
inaccurate at 200 yards, even under ideal 
conditions. You can imagine what happens 
to them when the wind starts blowing?! 

A better solution would be to use a 
shorter case than the standard length of the 
.308 Winchester. The 7mm may be a better 
choice as you could use a lighter bullet. It 
could be labeled a 7X44 or shortened 
7ISHMA to 1.75 inches overall length. The 
7mm Sierra 150g. target bullet has the 
same ballistic coefficient as the .308 Sierra 
168g. bullet. The velocities should be 
comparable as you should be able to get 
about 2400 to 2500 fps in the short 7mm 
case. 

The 6mm is therefore more accurate than 
the .308 because of less recoil. However, 
the next factor to consider is wind drift. The 
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Sierra Reloading Manual in the ‘‘Exterior 
Ballistics Supplement’ sets forth wind drift 
tables. The .308 168g. bullet at 2500 fps. 
is superior to the 6mm 70g. bullet at 3200 
fps., as is shown below: 


100 Yards 6mm -308 
5mph 0.45 0.40 
10mph 0.90 0.80 
15mph 1.36 1.20 
200 Yards 6mm -308 
5mph 1.90 1.67 
10mph 3.80 3.33 
15mph 5.70 4.95 


The .308 has one half inch less wind drift 
ina10mph. wind at 200 yards than the 6mm 
at the above velocities. Thus in winds in 
excess of 10 mph. at 200 yards, the .308 
has a distinct advantage over the 6mm. 

Most 6mm shooters have tried to in- 
crease velocity and/or go to a heavier bullet 
with a higher ballistic coefficient in order to 
lessen this wind drift. They soon find out 
that there are no match grade bullets being 
made in heavier bullets nor are there any 
match grade jackets (0.0004 runout or less) 
for the heavier bullets. They are limited to 
the 6mm 70g. bullet made in custom dies. 
They soon discover that these 6mm 70g. 
bullets shoot best in 1-14 twist barrels at 
approximately 3200 fps. 

| did obtain some long jackets and made 
85g. bullets in my 6mm Simonson bullet 
making dies. | had to spin each jacket as 
they were not match grade quality. They 
shot fairly well in a 1-12 twist barrel but at 
the 2900 fps. level. This was no 
improvement over the more accurate 70g. 
bullet at 3200 fps. A faster twist barrel may 
be the solution but the lack of match grade 
jackets and bullets make this doubtful. 

Thus we see that the .308 is superior to 
the 6mm in wind drift, especially under bad 
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conditions at 200 yards. 

The next factor is the scoring advantage 
that the .308 has over the 6mm or .243. 
There is amathematical difference of 0.065. 
However, the scoring advantage of the .308 
is greater than the 6mm as the ten ring on 
the target gets smaller. The ten ring on the 
100 yard target is only one half inch in 
diameter as compared to the one inch ten 
ring at 200 yards. 

Most people will look at the 100 yard one 
half inch ten ring and add the caliber to it. 
They assume that if they can average three 
quarter inch groups that they can shoot a 
possible. This is a fallacy as they cannot 
shoot a group larger than .75 inch. Thus the 
rifle must average .5 groups or less in order 
to serve as a cushion against the inevitable 
large group that you will fire. 

There is also an optical problem with the 
six power scope. If you can always hold 
deadon then this is an advantage. However, 
often the scope cannot be centered exactly 
by click adjustments and changing condi- 
tions almost always require a holdover. 
There is probably a minimum sighting error 
of at least one tenth of an inch at 100 yards. 

Wind drift at three miles per hour is almost 
unnoticeable to the average shooter. Using 
the wind drift tables indicates that this will 
cause another error of at least one tenth 
inch. 

Gun control error, whether it be a 6mm 
or .308 is going to cause another slight 
error. Thus by adding the above errors we 
come up with a quarter inch error at 100 
yards. Thus we are now shooting at a 
quarter inch circle instead of the one half 
inch ten ring. The larger hole of the .308, i.e. 
scoring advantage, gives it a big edge over 
the 6mm at 100 yards. This advantage is 
much less at 200 yards. | feel that this has 
been borne out at past hunter rifle matches, 
especially under conditions considered less 
than ideal. 
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The last factor to be considered is case 
configuration. Whether it be 6mm or .308, 
the shooter must select cases that have 
minimum variation (0.002 runout or less) on 
the head and case wall. Creighton Au- 
dette’s case checking tool, described in 
past issues of Precision Shooting magazine 
and the American Rifleman magazine, is 
highly recommended for this. 

The .308 Winchester case is standard 
and presents no problems in fire forming 
and use. However, the minimum capacity 
6mms are another story. Most 6HLS 
chambers are cut with a 6mm Remington 
reamer thatis run ina shorter distance. This 
makes a smaller back end. A custom 
forming die must be used to push the 
shoulder back. .22-250 or .250-3000 brass 
must also be used as it has a smaller back 
end. Although this brass is thinner than 
other brass, the newly formed neck must be 
thinned by either inside neck reaming or 
turning the necks with an outside neck 
turner. The thick shoulder area and rela- 
tively sharp taper causes chambering 
problems. After repeated firings it is difficult 
to chamber a round. This seems to detract 
from accuracy and prevents the shooter 
from shooting fast under an ideal condition. 

The 6X44 is a better designed case as a 
6BR reamer is run in deeper. This case is 
almost straight as it has little body taper. 
However, special dies must be used to push 
the shoulder back which results in a thicker 
neck and shoulder. Again, this often causes 
chambering problems. 

The 6-250 is merely a .22-250 opened up 
to a 6mm or a .250-3000 necked down to 
6mm. You eliminate the problem of pushing 


the shoulder back but its severe body taper 
soon causes chambering problems after 
repeated firings. 

After considering all of the above factors 
it is too simple to say that the 6mm is 
superior to the .308 or vice versa. A .308 
shooter must practice constantly to insure 
that improper gun control will not cause 
inaccuracy. As mentioned before, the recoil 
factor makes the 6mm more accurate than 
the .308. To what degree it is hard to 
determine. The .308 has a marked ad- 
vantage in wind drift, scoring advantage 
and ease of loading (case forming and use). 
From my experience in hunter rifle com- 
petition, | would make my decision based 
under different conditions. 

Under ideal conditions, the .308 has a 
scoring advantage at 100 yards. However, 
the only difference may be the X count. The 
better accuracy of the 6mm gives it an 
advantage at 200 yards. Thus under ideal 
conditions it is practically a standoff with the 
edge going to the 6mm if the conditions are 
near perfect. 

Under moderate conditions, the .308 has 
a definite advantage at 100 yards because 
of the scoring advantage and less wind drift. 
The better accuracy of the 6mm is offset by 
less wind drift of the .308 at 200 yards. Thus 
it is a standoff at 200 yards. Overall the 
advantage goes to the .308 under mod- 
erate conditions. 

Under bad conditions, with high wind and 
mirage, the .308 wins hands down. The 
large hole of the .308 is also easier to see 
at 200 yards under heavy mirage. 

In conclusion, the new shooter often 
chooses a .308 to start hunter rifle com-

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petition. Excellent factory rifles, as the 
Remington 700 Heavy Barrel .308 Winch., 
at a moderate price makes it a good choice. 
The action can later be used for a custom 
rifle. Also, .308 Winch. cases, .308 match 
bullets and reloading dies are readily 
available at any gun store that handles 
reloading components. However, the .308 
is only for the shooter who will not let the 
recoil psych him out and who will constantly 
practice to develop good gun control. It 
would be much better for the new hunter 
rifle shooter to start with a 6mm minimum 
capacity caliber as the 6-250. Later he can 
put on another barrel in .308 Winchester.

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A Joint Statement of the Two Association Presidents Relative to 
MERGER PROGRESS 


At Supershoot XIll, Marshallville, Ohio, a meeting was held on Friday evening, May 23rd, between principals 
of both the NBRSA and IBS. The NBRSA was represented by President Walt Berger, Vice President George Kelbly, 
and a large number of regional directors. The IBS was represented by President Jim Borden, First Vice-President 
Dennis Collins, and several other members of their executive board. A discussion was held that lasted for several 
hours. 


We are not here to tell you that all was peaches-and-cream in that meeting . . . . conversely, neither was it 
all gloom-and-doom. In the fifteen years that we have been apart, each group has become rather set in its ways 
.... and each group feels that theirs is the best way to do things. 


Some of this, the smaller differences, could be settled by an open give-and-take meeting. If there were ten 
small differences, we could ask the IBS to concede on five, the NBRSA to concede on five, and have things going. 


There are however at least two (and possibly more) major differences between us at the present time. The 
system of government of the two groups is quite different. And the IBS shooters are accustomed to having 
a‘‘Nationals’’ each year in their relatively compact territory. 


Obviously we have only taken a first step. Both presidents, and their respective boards are all in agreement 
on this, and feel that .... IF WE ATTEMPT TO FORCE THIS THROUGH, IN HASTE, WE MAY UNDO ALL THE 
BENEFITS OF OUR PRESENT LEVEL OF COOPERATION AND FRIENDSHIP. 


We each feel that, while it is logical that there should be just one group, it is far more important at the present 
time, that WE COEXIST IN HARMONY AND MUTUAL COOPERATION, for the good of the sport that we each 
enjoy, and that we each wish to see grow and prosper. 


Because of our mutual concerns . .. . concerns that appear to have solid reasons behind them .... about 
doing more harm than good .. . . we wish to let you know that our recognition of the desirability of a possible 
merger continues . . . . but we likewise recognize the difficulties in some major differences between us .... So, 
while we wish to continue to go forward .... the pace will be slow .... and probably a matter of years rather 
than months. 


Both presidents feel that the communications at the meeting between the two boards were productive, and 
should be continued. Hopefully, at least once a year, we will get together in similar fashion, and keep the two 
organizations working as harmoniously as possible with each other. 


We ask your recognition of one fact that occasionally should be restated, if only so that we do not forget, 
WE ARE ALL IN THE FINAL ANALYSIS .... BROTHERS .... AND SISTERS. If we will continue our present 


levels of cooperation and communications . . . . and not allow them to die of neglect, but rather strive to improve 
them .... we will all... . NBRSA, IBS, and the shooters themselves .... be better off for it. And so will our 
sport.

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The Union County Sportsman’s Club is 
located in a broad valley, between central 
Pennsylvania’s beautiful mountains. It is 
just a pleasant twenty mile ride from the 
intersection of routes 80 and 15. The drive 
takes you through Lewisburg, then west on 
route 45, past some of the most beautiful 
rural scenery that Pennsylvania has to offer.

On the several hundred acres making up 
the club, are a zoo, a trout pond and 
camping grounds with plenty of room. The 
range also offers an ample loading pavillion 
and a snack bar staffed by a crew that aims 


to please. The range itself resembles a well 
manicured golf course. From the loading 
pavillion it is a short walk to the line over 
level ground. Obviously the new range at 
Weikert is the best kept secret in benchrest. 
Give it a try, | guarantee that you will be 
surprised and delighted.

one screamer group that he so badly 
needed. The heavy varmint class 100 yard 
stage went to a foreigner (defined as living 
east of Long Island), the winds blew like 
crazy at times, and just before the awards 
ceremony a nice lady from Canada made a 
firey speech about the Canadians being a 
downtrodden minority or something .... 
and confused Skip Gordon, who had never 
thought of Canadians as foreigners before 
this.

Dear Walt, 

In response to your President's message 
in the May issue of P.S., you answered well, 
and | agree. However, after considering the 
question | feel the urge to elaborate a little. 

1.) At present all four NBRSA bench rest 
classes allow for any amount of research 
and development of accuracy in bores 
larger than 6 MM. 

2.) At present three NBRSA classes 
allow the same opportunity in bores smaller 
than .224 caliber. 

3.) Experimentation for the benefit of 
hunting accuracy would be better left to and 
more appropriate in the Hunter Rifle Class. 
One stated purpose of Hunter Rife com- 
petition is, “‘To improve hunting rifle ac- 
curacy and effects of components used 
therein’. 

As an aside to that, any cartridge that 
meets NBRSA Hunter Rifle requirements is 
also legal for the taking of big game in 
Wyoming, and, as far as | know, all other 
states. This includes the 6 MM’s, so why 
banish them from consideration? 

4.) Rifles, componets, and cartridge 
available to American hunters are now 
adequate for the killing of big game. Ac- 
curacy surely could be improved, but would 
be very hard to detect under field conditions 
anyway. And, if expensive, would be even 
harder to justify. 

5.) | agree we shouldn't ‘‘force’’ (and | 
feel the term applies), our membership into 
a caliber change. That equates to a self 
imposed subsidy by one small segment of 
shooters for the benefit of a much larger 
group of shooters. | don’t really feel 
compelled to ante up $1000 for a new rifle, 
or even $175 for a new barrel, to develop 
a new hunting technology, especially when 
| feel that the need has already been 
answered.
